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Vagrants. and Vagrancy. 


With the increase of the vagrant and 
vagabond class in Los Angeles—an in- 
crease that is painfully obvious and 
seriously detrimental to the peace of 
the city—the necessity of using all the 
power given by law to suppress these 
vicious and dissolute classes becomes 
greater. fortunately there is ample 
provision made by law—by the charter 
and the ordinances—for dealing with 
vagrants and vagrancy. It isthe more 
strict enforcement of the law that is 
needed. 

Section 5 of the City Charter, defin- 

ing the powers and duties of the Mayor 
and Council, declares that they shall 
have power, among other things : 

Also, to provide by ordinance for the 
prevention of vagrancy within said city, 
and for the punishment,) confinement, 
and employment, or either of them, of 
any and all persons having no visible and 


reputable means of support, or leading 
idle and dissolute lives. 


In pursuance of the foregoing power 
given by the charter, the Council passed 
the following ordinance, known as No. 
41, page 84 of Charter and Ordinances, 

_ and now ia force. (Where the word 
‘*Marshal’’ is used, read Chief of Police: 


Whenever any dangerous or suspicious 
person or persons shall be seen about the 
city without visible means of support, it 
shall be the duty of the Marshal to arrest 
such person or persons and take them be- 
fore the Mayor and.cause them to show in 

what manner they obtain a livelihood;. 
and if proper cause shall not be given for | 
such vagrancy, such offender shall be 
fined not less than ten nor more than fifty 
doliars; and in default of payment of the 
same shall be imprisoned, at the discre- 
tion of the Mayor, not exceeding ten days; 
and for second offence such person shall 
be put at work in such manner and in 
such place in said city as the Mayor shall 
direct, not exceeding ten days. 


Here the powers and the duties of the 
Mayor and police department, in respect. 
to the arrest and punishment of va- 
garants, are clearly set out. The power 
¢° arrest and punish is 
but mandatory. The officer ‘*shall’’ ar- 
rest and the Mayor ‘‘shall’’ punish in 
the manner prescribed. Has this been 
done invariably and effectively? The 
material fact must not be lost sight of 

- that under the ordinance the burden of 
proof is upon the suspected person ar- 
rested; he must show that he is nota 

vagrant, that he hay some visible means 
of support; and if he fails to do this, he 
‘‘shall’’ be fined, imprisoned, or put tc 
work by the Mayor’s order. 


Apoliceman is neither judge nor 
jury. It is made his duty to arrest 
“dangerous or suspicious - persons,”’ 
whether or not they be found engaged 
in the actual commission of any “overt 
act,’”’ and to take them before the 
Mayor’s court, leaving to that tribunal 
the determination of the question 
of guilt. Should the officer err 
in judgment in making an arrest, which 
he is liable to do, he is not deserving of 
censure when he errs on the side of zeal 
and duty. He is rather to be com- 
mended, even if the arrests he makes do 
increase the business of, His Honor’s 
‘court. | 
If vagrants are to be discharged with- 
out punishment when brought before 
the Mayor, the effect wili inevitably be 
to discourage the police force and 
make them relax their vigilance, and to 
directly encourage the vagrant and 
vicious classes, who will not fail to take 
quick note of the drift of things in the 
Mayor’s court. 

It would, of course, be far less oner- 
ous, personally more agreeable, for his 
Honor to be relieved entirely of the irk- 
some duty of holding court and sitting 
upon the petty cases brought before 
him—the tramps, yagrants, vagabonds, 
drunks and canailie generaily—but 
this cannot be. It is made the 
Mayor’s duty by law to hold 
court and deal with these motley cases. 
He was elected to office with that know- 
ledge and understanding, and having 
taken an oath to perform all the duties 
of the office of Mayor, the people, 
the taxpayers whose interests are 
involved, have a right te 
demand that he give his time and atten- 
tion to its duties to the full extent nec- 
essary for their efficient discharge. A 
public officer’s private business must be 
made subsidiary to his public duties.

The 
father of his first wife took offence at 
this, and the partnership between them 
was dissolved; he seemed to be utterly 
prostrated by the blow which had swept 
away his prospects in an hour, and 
last week he threw himself under the 
wheels of a passing train, and so ended 
a life from which all hope had gone 
forever.

TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 


Report of Proceedings at Wednes- 
: day’s Session. 
The plan of organization adopted 
this year is proving. its wisdom. An 
energetic effort is being made to insure 


technical work of avery satisfactory 
character, while the afternoon exercises 
receive better atteution since they afford 
a variation from the morning’s work. 
City Superintendent L. D. Smith be- 
gan the work in the morning in the 
grammar section with the subject of per- 
centage. It is often found that scholars 
are de ficient in this most important sub- 
ject. As there seems to be no serious 


difficulty in the subject itself, this de- 
ficiency must come from imperfect pre- 
sentation. It isa mistake to allow the 
impression that when percentage is 
reached entirely new principles must be 
learned. Percentage 1s the application 
of a special class of decimal fractions, 
namely hundredths. All the principles 
developed in fractions can be employed 
in percentage. The tendency among 
commercial men is to simplify all oper- 
ations and to reduce them to as few 
classes as possible, although distinct 
principles are sometimes sacrificed. The 
teacher should make plain the principle, 
at the same time giving actual practices 
so far as possible. Newer books will 
be expected to more closely present the 
customs in vogue among business men. 
Of the many ways of computing inter- 
est itis thought best to make use of 
one until it is thoroughly grasped. 
Then valuable exercise can be given in 
other ways and in as many as possible. 
There are many complex rules for com- 
puting interest in case of partial pay- 
ments, but the U.S. rule stands as the 
ractice of the courts. A rule known as 
the Mercantile Rule is usually the 
simplest and most direct method, and 
the easiest for the comprehension of the 
pupil. 
After recess, Prof. C. J. Flatt, of the 
Normal School, on the subject of ele- 
mentary algebra and geometry, began 
with defining the scope of the branches 
of mathematics. The advance that has 
been made in algebraic notation was 
shown by examples teken from Roman 
and Arabic methods. 
In the Intermediate section the roll- 
call was varied by the members respond- 
ing with ee beariug upon 
teachers’ work and duty. The section 
adjourned to meet with the Primary 
section and listen to Miss Titus on Ele- 
mentary Arithmetic. After the recess 
at 10:30 Professor More spoke on the 
best way to make good readers out of 
scholars who have been poorly trained 
at the start. He urged a systematic 
drill in mechanical reading before en- 
tering upon the art of expression. Cor- 
rect pronunciation and variation of 
voice are to be gained first. Correct 
pronunciation can be acquired by read- 
ing sentences, dividing the words first 
by sounds and then by syllables. Vari- 
ation of voice will come with practice of 
pitch and inflection. ; 
‘In the Primary section the work on 
numbers was continued by Miss Titus, 
taking up her work for the second and. 
third readér classes, dwelling at length 
on number spelling, addition by in- 
spection and many ways to make the 
“‘oft-repeating, to be long remembered’’ 
interesting and to obtain rapid, yet. 
caretul, thoughtful work from children. 
After a short recess Miss Titus took 
up the subject of reading. Here es— 
pecially was felt Miss Titus’ charming 
way of making what she says tangible, 
so to say, something to actually use 
when again in the school room, 
Reading and thinking. From the first

Mr. E. ©. Kilpatrick, of Norwalk, 
presented his way of giving instruction 
in bookkeeping. After several years of 
attention to this subject, the gentleman 
has concluded that it is best to begin at 
once with double entry, inasmuch as 
double entry includes single entry, and 
after a complete set in double entry has 
been learned, the whole thing is done. 
Pupils of the Normal school took places 
at the boards and went through the 
ledger entries of a series of transactions, 
closing and showing loss and gain. 

After the recess, the Institute joined 
in singing ‘‘America.’”’ Prot. 
Dozier, of the Normal School, being 
introduced, presented a very instruc- 
tive paper on ‘‘School Government.” 
The sphere and pu es of govern- 
ment in general were spoken of as‘in- 
troductory to the government of the 
school. Here, those to be governed 
are of immature age and not capable of 
mature judgment. Many evils in school 
government result from faulty judg- 
ment in the teacher. Here theadvance 
of the profession will produce better 
and better results. Mere scholarship 
is inadequate for successful government. 
Failure at the start may lead to success: 
afterwards. The first requisite for 
school government is _ self-control. 
‘‘He that conquereth his own spirit is 
mightier than he that taketh a city.’’ 
Sympathy with the pupils comes next. 
During the hours of his service the 
teacher stands in place of a parent, and 
shares the parent’s responsibility. The 
teacher must have a thorough realiza- 
tion of the responsibility of his 
task. He must look upon his employ- 
ment as a life-long work. Yet-so- 
ciety does not recognize the im- 
portance of the teacher’s work and 
accord it the elevation of a true proefes- 
sion. The efforts of teachers them- 
selves must bring about a different feel- 
ing. Too many rules are to bé avoided. 
The mere presence of the law is not 
enough to insure its enforcement. The 
fewer fixed rules a schvol has the bet- 
ter. The teacher is necessarily an an- 
tocrat, but this does not mean tyranny. 
The time that the scholar spends in the 
school is the most important for the in- 
fluencing of character. An important 
question is that of the use of corporal 
punishment. But the time has not come 
to abolish the use of the rod in the 
school-room. Undoubtedly corporal 
punishment in past time has been guilty 
of excess, but the character of children 
and the position of the teacher require 
that the power to inflict punishment be 
not withdrawn. 

There is nothing that gives a more 
elevated tone to the school-room than 
pleasant surroundings. Ornamenting 
the room with flowers and pic- 
tures will produce a higher and 
a gentler tone in the _ pupils. 
The practice of excluding married 
women from the school-room is most 
unreasonable. To exclude those who 
have sympathy with children from be- 
ing themselves parents, in favor of 
those whose chief aim is to get married, 
is most unwise. Teachers must work 
on in confidence of sympathy from the 
good and help from the Giver of good. 

Rev. M. M. Bovard, President of the 

University of Southern California, de- 
livered an address on ‘‘The Teacher’s 
Personal Influence.’’ 
The first thing on the part of the 
teacher is to be really valuable in him- 
self. Years of preparation may be re- 
quired, but they are indispensable. The 
young child is more than a young ani- 
mal. The child really more 
spiritual proportionally than the adult. 
Personal influence is the great agent 
in. the teacher’s work. The world’s 
way is to throw the young upon their op- 
portunities, and if they do not make a 
way for themselves, it lets them fall. 
The teacher must support and en- 
cqurage and never desert his charge. 

Mrs. C. M. Severance was unable to 
be present, and hence the Institute was 
disappointed in regard to the expected 
talk on the kindergarten work. At 4 
o’clock the Institute was adjourned to 
meet at the usual time this morning.
